NEAR HAM SCHOOL— 


Wreck Kills Clifford Stinson 


Clifford Stinson, 24 - year - 
old resident of Elba, was ins- 
tantly killed last Friday mor- 
ning about 12:30 o'clock when 
his car got out of control 5,2 
miles north of Elba on the 
Elba - Brantley highway near 
the Ham school house. The 
car left the road, according to 
Highway Patrolman Har) Ford- 
ham, overturned and landed in 
a wooded area, nearly 350 feet 
away. 


Stinson, according to Pat- 
rolman Fordham, was hurled 
from the car with such force 
that his body was wedged be- 
tween two trees, the bark from 
both having been knocked off 
by the impact of the body. The 
car was coming toward Elba. 

William G. Martin, also of 
Elba, was the other occupant 
of the wrecked car, and was 
pinned inside. He escaped with 
out serious injury but the car

AGREEMENT IS CONTRACT— 


Soil Bank Rules Stressed 


A Soil Bank Acreage Reserve 
agreement is a legal contract 
between the farmer who sign- 
ed it and the U. S. Govern- 
ment, Lester Gunter, chairman 
of the Coffee County Agricul- 
thral Stabilization and Conser- 
vation Committee reminded 
farmers recently. Under the 
agreements, both parties obli- 
zate themselves to carry out 
Specific provisions of the prog- 
ram, The agreements to place 
land in the 1957 Acreage Re- 
serve are in effect from March 
1, 1957 through December 31, 
1957. 

Regulations under which the 
program is operated make no 
provision for revision or can- 
cellation of the Acreage Re- 
Serve Agreements after the 
close of the signup for the 
crop covered by the agreement, 
the chairman explained. The 
closing date for Signing Acre- 
age Reserve agreements for 
cotton was March 1, Duriny the 
signup period farmers were 
permitted to cancel agreements 
or substitute new ones. 

Compliance’ with the Acre- 
age Reserve agreement will de- 
termine whether or not @ far- 
mer will recive his full pay- 
ment, according to Mr. Gun- 
ter. Each farmer who signed 
an agreement agreed to com- 
ply With all acreage allotments 
established for his farm. And 
he also agreed not to graze or 
harvest a crop from the. land 
designated for the Acreage Re- 
serve, 

Violation of either of these 
provisions will disqualify the 
farmer for the payment he 
otherwise might have earned, 
Grazing or harvesting a crop 
from the designated Acreage 
Reserve land makes the far- 
mer subject to a civil penalty 
equal to one-haif the payment 
he would have earned by qual- 
ifying for the full payment. 

A farmer must comply with 
all acreage allotments estab- 
lished for his farm if he wants 
any kind of a Soil Bank pay- 
ment, Mr. Gunter stated. 

“This means, for instance, 
of some of his terraces wash- 
ed out before the water got in- 
to the outlet.

Naturally, we were writing of 
Coffee County. 

A superficial investigation of Coffee 
County government gave us a good impres- 
sion of what is transpiring at the court 
house so below we are printing what we 
wrote for Judge English to send to the 
magazine: 

“In this age of hydrogen bombs, ato- 
mic power and electronic brans. it is easv 
for local governments to lose sight of the 
basic needs of their people insofar as reeds 
for food, shelter and good sound monetary 
policies in government are concerned. Cof- 
fee County officials have not hitched them- 
selves to a rocket destined for outer space 
but have tried to provide the basic needs 
for a people whose economy is gradually 
shifting from agriculture to agriculture 
and industry. County officials have not lost 


Coffee County Government Seems to be in Good Shape 


this economic change that is taking place 
over the entire South, 

“So that folks on the farm may better 
get their produce to market and themselves 
to jobs that have opened up in the towns, 
Coffee County has provided a fine network 
of roads for its citizens, Starting in 1947 
with only 18 miles of hard-surfaced high- 
ways, there are now 254 miles of black- 
topped roads in the county system. Thirty- 
tive miles more are on the engineer's plan- 
ning board for blacktopping. 

“Providing easy access to markets and 
jobs has not been the only accomplishment 
of Coffee County. In any shift from an 
agrarian economy to an industrial agrarian 
way of life, there are those who by reason 
of age or training have trouble making an 
adjustment. They lose their jobs on. the 
farm and can’t get work in the factories, 
To: take care of this portion of the popula- 
tion, Coffee County has made the adjust- 
ment for them less painful by erecting a 
new building for the Department of Pen- 
sions and Securities and by setting up a 
distribution system for government surplus 
commodities. Maximum help for the less 
fortunate through cooperation with federal 
and state agencies has thus been assured. 

“But for government, as well as husi- 
ness, a sound money policy is the backbone 
of the operation. In order to build bridges, 
improve county roads and otherwise bring 
the highway network within Coffee County 
up to a standard comparable to the new 
automobiles, took money. Consequently, 
hundreds of thousands of dollars were se- 
cured from lending agencies on gas war- 
rants to speed up the county road building 
program, ; 

“Results of the spending are on hand 
for everyone to see in the concrete bridges 
and 254 miles of blacktopped highways. For 
the motorist that is enough. But for the 
taxpayer there is still the important ques- 
tion of a financially sound local govern- 
ment. In Coffee County gas warrants have 
been paid off until as of April 1,1957, there 
are $257,751.90 due and payable. These are 
being. retired at the rate of over 2.5 per 
cent per month so that by the spring of 
1960 Coffee County will be debt free if no 
other money is borrowed. All bonded in- 
debtedness against the county has already 
been retired.’

Mayor L. P. Mullins reports 
that Engineer Keenan recent- 
ly visited Elba to inspect the 
levee work so far as it havi 
progressed, He states that Mr. 


Keenan recommended th at 
the part of the part of the 
levee along Pea River be con- 
creted to a higher elevation 
than originally planned, which 
would call for leaving off pay- 
ing some of the stretch along 
Whitewater Creek. 

Mr. Mullins said he strenu- 
ously objected to such a plan, 
explaining thay aii of Blba’s 
overflow comes from White 
Water and not from Pea River. 
He very sensibly reasons that 
if the levee is safe along White 
water, munch of the strong 
currents will be diverted from 
our city. On the other hand, 
no matter how well Elba might 
be protected from the waters 
of Pea River, if the turbulent 
White Water should break 
through and follow its custo- 
mary course through the 
northern part of town, practi- 
cally all of the work that has 
been done would go tor nought, 

Mr. Mullins further states 
that he believes active work 
Will soon be resumed and com- 
pletion of the levee to Beaver 
Dam Creek will be hurried as 
much as possible. He says that 
so far as he knows, no provi- 
sion has been made for build- 
ing the levee west of the creek. 
If that part of the horseshoe 
levee is constructed, addition- 
al funds must be appropriated 
by Congress. Anyhow, we are 
practically assured that our 
city will soon be protected from 
destructive currents from over- 
flowing streams that converge 
here, and in case of unusual 
floods will give us only back- 
water to contend with,

AUBURN — The question of 
control waxes hotter and more 
controversial in the poultry 
industry as surpluses grow, But 
one kind of control-quality- 
draws approval from all quar- 
ters, And tris summer, more 
than ever, it will determine 
Which eggs sell, 

API Extension Poultry Mar- 


keting Specialist Austin Ez- 
zell declared this week that 


quality more than any other 
fatcor will govern egg sales for 
the next few months. And now 
when every hen’s cackle means 
another egg, producers and 
handlers who, want to make 
money will be striving for ey- 
en better eggs. 

Low priced eggs of all sizes 
and kinds are everywhere. And 
the poultryman who can sci} 
his eggs is the one who fulfills 
the customer's slightest whim, 

Ezzell said that with hot dry 
Weather ahead, egg cooling be- 
comes a big part of quality, 
He advised poultrymen to 
gather eggs several times each 
day and immediately cool them 
to 55 degrees. He also said that 
relative humidity must be kept 
above 75 percent. However, 
eggs always call for rapid 
handling even when there are 
favorable temperature and 
moisture conditions, 

Ezzell pointed out other 
things go to make up quality, 
too. Good eating eggs just do 
not come from flocks with 
roosters. Clean eggs will tempt 
money from the buyer’s purse 
better than dirty eggs, which 
will probably rate an upturn- 
ed nose. Eggs lose quality ra- 
pidly if they come in contact 
with anything having a strong 
odor. 

Satisfactory sales are more 
likely if eggs are packaged
